Using  our  reports  on  orders 
for  information  materials  as  a  basis,  the  following  summary  shows  in  percentages 
the  number  of  counties  in  the  states  ordering  materials:' 
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In  most  of  the  states  the  orders  were  analyzed  and  only  those  counties  ordering 
100  or  more  copies  of  any  one  of  the  informational  aids  vrere  included.    The  others 
(those  ordering  less  than  100  copies)  were  omitted  on  the  grounds  that  such  ex- 
tremely small  orders  could  not  indicate  a  very  active  participation  in  the  cam- 
paign.   Please  remember  that  these  orders  are  only  one  of  the  indicators  of -county 
activity,  and  that  our  reports  lag  considerably  behind  community  activities.  .
